Citing the supremacy of stage 
drama over the movies, radio, and 
television. Eaton said. "They are in- 
capable of developing enduring 
works of art which can be printed, 
read, studied, revived, or otherwise 
take their place in the root system 
of our culture." 

After tracing the development of 
the stage all the way from the 
Oreeks. stopping along the way to 
point out certain trends, he discuss- 
ed current college drama. 

"As the professional theater 
shrinks and seems almost to perish, 
the college theater is picking up the 
torch. When I think of that I am 
afraid I don't care very much 
whether it is educational or not. I 
just want to cheer." he said. 

Eaton mentioned a significant 
"hange around 1880 when drama 
tended to study individuals, not in 
relation to their own moods, but in 
relation to society. "The hero of the 
new realistic drama did not fall be- 
cause of a fatal flaw in himself, but 
i fatal flaw in society." he comment- 
ed. 

Getting directly to the title of his 
'ecture he added. "Each age must 

find its own expression if i ts art is 
to be vital. It must breed" aflfl TfAtn 
new artists, it must fill the breasts 
of its writers, especially its young 
with a creative urge."

Concert Association is by far the most ambitions cultural advance 
made here in manv years. 

Bringing such (anions persons as Jascha Heifetz. Arthur Ruben 
stein. Charles Langhton. James Melton and Eleanor Roosevelt to 
the Memorial Coliseum is not its only advantage. The admission 
prices offered the general public, and especially the students of the 
University, are almost nnlx-lievable. In addition, the program 
should serve to prove to skeptics who have frowned upon such a 
large expenditure as thai made on the fieldhouse for athletics that 
the building will in the future be of great importance in other 
activities as well. 

Besides the important personalities which the group has en- 
for next season, three tamous musical organizations of large 
will also appear. The I/indon Philharmonic orchestra is prob- 
ably the best-known in the world and is certainly one of the best.

The reader is oo»lttaru*Hy with 
Johnny, seeing people throush the 
eyes of a boy who is one of them 
and thus knows them for what they 
are. It is a quiet book, moving slow- 
ly with Johnny thiou-Th his first 
love, through high school and col- 
lege and finally back to the moun- 
tains, where he hopes to find him- 
self again after an unhappy love 
affair at school. 

The suspicious nature of a moun- 
tain boy made Johnny believe that 
Haze'., the sister of his new school 
teacher, had snubbed him in telling 
him goodbye. Actually. EUxH had 
fallen strongly in love with Johnny 
and was disappointed in a naive 
sort of way that he had not taken 
j advantage of her when he made love 
to her. though he was unaware of 
her feelings. 

Johnny, bitter towards people in 
| general, had then gone off to school 
and woiked his way into an in- 
structor's po-.ition only to rebel at 
asking the blessing in the college 
dining hall as the position required. 

His experiences with Edna, the 
school secretary, served to bring his 
discontent to a climax and he re- 
turned to the mountains to find 
Hazel teaching at the old school, 
waiting for him and the fulfillment 
that had to come to them. 

But the book doesn't end hap- 
pily—mountain folk can't be really 
happy for long. Something about 
the rugged hills prevents complete 
enjoyment, and sorrow strikes again 
as usual. Johnny seems to learn 
that, though he'll always have 
Hazel, he may never be happy, and 
certair.lv not in the lonesome valley. 

This is a first novel by a graduate 
of the University of Kentucky. 
Henry Hornsby majored in journal- 
ism here, and received his degree 
in 1938. At the present time, he is 
acting city editor ot the Lexington 
Leader. — Georye Reynolds.

partment since the 1890 s, when they 
were received on exchange with the 
Smithsonian Institute for certain 
archaeological study materials from 
Kentucky. 

The museum, which was planned 
in 1938 when the first designs for 
the Biological Sciences Building 
were drawn, is a single large room 
on the ground floor. 

Although the building was com- 
pleted in 1941 with the assistance of 
federal funds under the Public 
Works Administration, the funds 
were stopped before the museum 
could be completed. The room was I 
left without furnishings and was 
used during the war for drafting 
classes in the Army Specialized 
; Training Program. 

The first unit, of the construction 
was authorized by the University 
two years ago. consists of a set of 
wall cases on three sides of the 
room, with plate glass openings six 
feet high. 

Two other units, a series of glass 
and concrete aquarium and vivarium 
tanks in which living specimens w ill 
be kept and a series of six floor cast 
for special exhibit, are planned in 
addition to this unit.

In the pairings held Sunday at 
Birmingham.

Vanderbilt was seeded second be- 
hind the Cats while Auburn was 
seeded third and Alabama was 
fourth.

This seascn is the last year for 
the SEC tournament to decide the 
Conference championship. Starting 
next year the championship wil'. be 
basod on the round-robin confer- 
ence play as it is decided in most 
of the major conferences in the 
nation. 

I K Has Won 11 Times 

Kentucky has dominated the SEC 
tourney since its instigation in 1933. 
The Cats have won the title 11 times 
while only five other teams have 
l>een able to capture the bunting. 
Three times the Cats were stopped 
in the tourney by Tennessee. 

According to the schedule for the 
1950 tourney Florida and LSU will 
meet first Thursday at 1 :30 p.m. and 
will be followed by Tennessee and 
Georgia Tech at 3:15 p.m.

For a while this winter, it was hoped that the fieldhouse would be 
readv for the final six home (tames 'February 11 through 25». But a strike 
late in January snuffed out the last faint flicker of hope that it would be 
finished. 

The Coliseum was started in March. 1917. It will probably be com- 
pleted in March, 1950 — or a total of 36 months.
